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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Office Action communicated on 8/24/07 is now vacated, based on the telephonic 
conversation with Applicants' representative, Mr. MiKe Davies, on 9/17/2007. See enclosed 
Interview Summary. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5-21 are currently pending in the instant application and are subject to a 
lack of unity restriction requirement. 

3 . Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 and § 372. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-21 are drawn to more than one inventive concept (as defined by PCT Rule 13), 
and accordingly, a restriction is required according to the provision of PCT Rule 13.2. 

PCT Rule 1 3.2 states that the international application shall relate to one invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept (requirement of unity of invention). 

PCT Rule 13.2 states unity of invention referred to in Rule 13. 1 shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship 
among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 

Annex B, Part 1 (b), provides that "special technical features" mean those technical features, which, as a whole, define a contribution 
over the prior art 

Annex B, Part 1 (e), provides combinations of different categories of claims and 
states: 

"The method for determining unity of invention under Rule 13 shall be construed as permitting, in particular, the inclusion of any one 
of the following combinations of claims of different categories in the same international application: 

(i) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, an independent claims for a process specially adapted for the manufacture 
of the said product, and an independent claim for use of the said product, or 

(ii) in addition to an independent claim for a given process, an independent claim for an apparatus or means specially designed for 
carrying out the said process, or 

(iii) in addition to an independent claim for a given product, and independent claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture 
of the said product, and an independent claim for an apparatus or means specially designed for carrying out the said process .... " 



This application contains the following illustrative inventions or groups of inventions that are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
Group I - claims 1-3, 5-12, 16, 18, 20 
Group II- claim 13

Further due to numerous and widely divergent variables in the substituents of Formula I- 

XXXVIII, for the claims, as recited, a precise listing of inventive sub-groups cannot be made. 

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT Rules 13.1 and 13.2 because, pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. 1.475(a) the exemplary sub-groups shown above lack unity of invention since, under 37 
CFR 1.475: 

Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a 
technical feature among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features... those 
technical features that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art 

Group I-VII have no special technical feature that unites them. Illustratively, the ISR, inter alia, 
shows references, like WO03/031456, that teach the formula of claims 2, 4 and 5. 

Therefore, Claims 1-3 and 5-21 are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
and there is a lack of unity of invention. The variables vary extensively and when taken as a 
whole result in vastly different compounds. Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject 
matter and the complications in understanding the claimed subject matter impose a serious 
burden on the search and examination of the claimed subject matter. 

Therefore, since the claims do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule] 
3.1 and lack the same or corresponding special technical features, the claims lack unity of 
invention and should be limited to one invention . 

Furthermore, with respect to exemplary groups above, even if unity of invention under 37 CFR 
1.475(a) is not lacking, under 37 CFR 1.475(b) a national stage application containing claims to 
different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combinations: 

A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 
A product and process of use of said product; or 

A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and a use of the said product ; or 
A process and an apparatus or means specially designed for carrying out the said process; or 

A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an apparatus or means specially designed 
for carrying out the said process. 

Moreover, according to 37 CFR 1.475(c), 

If an application contains claims to more or less that one of the combinations of categories of invention set forth in 
paragraph (b), unity of invention might not be present. 
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In the instant case the claims are drawn to more than a product and a method of making, and 

according to 37 CFR 1.475(e), 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in separate claims or as alternatives 
within a single claim. 

As a result, since the variables represent the substituents, which result in a plethora of 
compounds and products defined by such sub-groups thereto, which are distinct inventions and 
require different searches, examinations and classifications. Therefore, the claims lack unity of 
invention and applicant is required to elect a single invention. 

Election of Species 

In accordance with 37 CFR § 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
disclosed species (and/or sub-group) to which the claims must be restricted. Again, this is not an 
exhaustive list, as it would be impossible to produce such a list under the time constraints due to 
the large volume of subject matter instantly claimed. Therefore, applicant may choose to elect a 
single disclosed species (and/or sub-group) in conjunction with the elected invention (a product 
and a method of making) by identifying another specific embodiment, i.e. a value for each 
substituent etc. not listed in the exemplary groups of the invention and Examiner will endeavor 
to group the same. 

Illustratively, if Applicant elects Group I, then Applicant must likewise elect a single disclosed 
species from the ferrocene or bisindylferrocene or ruthenocene. Said species are structurally 
dissimilar and are patentably distinct. 

Similarly for Groups I- VII which have a minimum of at least two formulas therein, should 
Applicant elect, for example Group II, then Applicant must likewise elect a single disclosed 
species of a formula recited therein, which for Group II would either be Formula (XVI) or 
formula (XVIII). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1 . 143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse. 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i).
